Gentlemen, 

The  following  is  my  Report  for  1894. 

THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Rural  District  Council  of  Basford  (which  came  into  existence 
on  December  29tli,  1894)  has  the  sanitary  administration  of  thirty-six 
separate  parishes — 33  in  the  County  of  Notts,  and  3 in  the  County  of 
Derby. 

The  formation  of  Awsworth  (until  recently  a hamlet  of  Nuthall) 
into  a separate  parish  accounts  for  the  number  of  parishes  being 
increased  from  35  to  36. 

The  area  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  Basford  Union  Rural  Sanitary 
District,  and  is  73,404  acres  in  extent,  with  a population  of  53,872. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  parishes,  areas,  inhabited  houses, 
and  the  population  of  the  Sanitary  Sub-districts,  estimated  to  the  middle 
of  1894;  —

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The  result  of  an  investigation  of  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year 
1894,  is  extremely  satisfactory  and  unique. 

The  birth-rate  was  33'56 ; the  general  death-rate  is  13-06  ; and  the 
zymotic  death-rate  -82  per  1000  of  the  population,  all  of  which  rates  are, 
not  only  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  District,  but  also  in  each  case 
considerably  below  any  previous  minimum. 

The  Infant  death-rate  {i.e.  of  children  under  one  year),  was  138-82 
per  1000  registered  births. 

Among  the  zymotic  diseases,  the  very  small  mortality  from  Measles, 
Enteric  [or  Typhoid]  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea  is  specially  noticeable,  the 
number  of  deaths  in  the  whole  District  from  these  diseases  having  been 
respectively  only  3,  6,  and  9. 

Typhus  Fever  has  been  absent  for  many  years,  and  only  one  case  of 
Small- pox  (which  recovered)  appeared  in  the  District  during  1894. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  were  the  only  infectious  diseases 
which  were  at  all  prevalent,  and  neither  of  them  was  of  a malignant  type. 

Ten  deaths  only  were  registered  as  due,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
to  Influenza. 

Mr.  William  Rossell,  who  acted  as  School  Attendance  Ofiicer  and 
Inspector  of  Canal  Boats,  and,  more  recently,  also  as  Inspector  of  Dairies 
and  Cowsheds,  died  suddenly  on  March  27th  of  last  year.  By  his  death 
the  Council  has  lost  the  services  of  one  who  was  universally  regarded  as 
a valuable  officer,  and  as  a genial  and  respected  colleague.  His  son, 
Mr.  Henry  Hugh  Rossell,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacant  appointments, 
and  commenced  his  duties  on  April  3rd. 

Mr.  Thomas  Parr,  after  fulfilling  the  duties  of  Surveyor  and 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  of  No.  2 District  for  a period  of  nearly  a year  in 
a most  efficient  manner,  tendered  his  resignation  on  Sejitember  llth, 
having  obtained  a more  lucrative  appointment  as  Surveyor  to  the  Colwick 
and  West  Bridgford  Estates.  Mr.  Stephen  Maylau,  was,  on  October 
23rd,  elected  from  among  ninety-eight  ajjplicants  to  succeed  Mr.  Parr. 

Mr.  Darley  continues  to  act  for  No.  1 District,  and  to  him,  as  to  the 
previously  mentioned  officers,  I have  to  express  my  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion of  the  valuable  assistance  and  co-opeiation  willingly  rendered  on  all 
occasions  in  carrying  out  the  sanitai-y  work  of  the  District. 
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Tlie  Sanitary  Officers  attend  at  the  Public  Offices,  Nottingham 
Poad,  Basford,  every  Friday  morning,  from  10  to  12.30,  to  receive  com- 
plaints, confer  on  matters  which  have  arisen  in  connection  with  the  work, 
and  arrange  visits  of  inspection,  <fec.

Tables  of  Statistics  are  placed  at  the  end,  viz  : — A and  B required 
by  the  Local  Oovernment  Board,  the  figures  in  them  are  now  separated 
by  request  for  the  information  of  the  County  Councils  of  Notts,  and 
Derbyshire,  but  are  not  separately  printed  in  this  report;  the  tables  1-5 
recommended  by  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health ; and  two 
tables  giving  tho  meteorological  conditions  at  different  points  in  and 
around  tho  District. 
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A table  is  given  at  page  46  in  whicb  all  infectious  diseases  notified 
during  the  year,  are  classified  as  to  parishes  or  distinct  localities  in  which 
they  occurred,  and  as  to  the  month  of  occurrence.  A chart  after  page  34 
shows  graphically  the  proportion  of  deaths  to  cases  from  the  notifiable 
diseases  throughout  the  year. 

Statistics  not  belonging  to  this  District,  and  quoted  for  comparison, 
are  mostly  derived  from  the  “ Quarterly  Returns  ” of  the  Registrar 
General,  which  are  subject  to  revision  when  the  causes  of  death  and 
other  details  are  finally  classified  and  tabulated  for  publication  in  his 
Annual  Report.  There  may,  therefore,  be  a slight  difference  between 
some  of  the  rates  here  given  and  those  obtained  at  a later  period  of  the 
year,  but  there  will  not,  I think,  be  sufficient  to  cause  any  serious  error, 
or  to  affect  any  general  conclusion  derived  therefrom. 

There  is  also  to  be  found  on  page  33  an  extract  from  a resume  by 
the  Chairman,  given  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  of  some  of  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority,  during  the  last  few 
years  of  its  existence. 

Births.— 1 ,808  births  were  registered  during  the  year — the 
smallest  number  since  the  year  1888.  Of  these,  936  were  males  and  872 
females.  Among  the  males  30,  and  among  the  females  34  were 
illegitimate.

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The  natural  increase,  i.e.  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  1101  ; 
and  the  birth-rate  equal  to  33-50  per  1000.  This  rate  (the  lowest  ever 
recorded)  is  2-97  below  the  annual  average  in  the  District  for  the  past  10 
years,  and  4 34  below  the  rate  in  1893  ; but  is  3-96  above  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  during  1894,  viz.,  29-6,  which  was  also  the  lowest 
birth-rate  ever  recorded  for  this  country. 


DeSlthS. — 704  deaths  only  have  been  registered,  i.e.,  132  less 
than  in  1893,  and  142  loss  than  the  average  during  the  past  10  years. 
This  substantial  diminution  in  the  number  of  deaths  is  specially  apparent 
in  regard  to  Whooping-cough,  Influenza,  Enteric  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea.

This  number  corresponds  to  a general  death-rate  of  13-06  per  1,000, 
i.e.,  2-71  below  that  of  1893  ; 3-49  below  the  average  of  the  past  10 
years ; and  3-54  below  that  for  England  and  Wales  during  a correspond- 
ing period.  This  death-rate  is  the  lowest  ever  reached  in  the  District ; 
and  the  general  death-rate  for  the  country  (16-6)  is  not  only  the  lowest 
ever  recorded,  but  is  as  much  as  1-5  per  1000  under  the  lowest  previous 
rate,  viz.,  18-1  in  1888,  and  2-6  per  1000  below  the  mean  annual  rate  in 
the  preceding  10  years.

The  Infant  Death-rate  was  138-82  per  1,000  registered 
births,  as  compared  with  137  j^er  1,000  throughout  the  country  generally  ; 
356-53  per  1000  total  deaths  ; and  4-6  per  1,000  living. 

Phthisis  (Consumption). — This  disease  caused  62  deaths,  or  an 
excess  of  23  over  the  number  in  1893  : the  death-rate  was,  therefore,  Id 
per  1,000  living. 


Deaths  in  Public  Institutions. — Twenty-six  deaths 
have  taken  place  in  the  following  Public  Institutions  which  are  situated 
outside  the  Council’s  area,  among  persons  usually  resident  therein,  viz  : — 
in  Basford  Workhouse  14  ; in  the  General  Hospital,  Nottingham,  9 ; 
and  in  the  County  Asylum,  Sneinton,  3.  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  W. 
Turnbull,  klr.  E.  M.  Keeley,  and  Dr.  Alfred  Aplin  respectively,  for 
furnishing  these  particulars.

Zymotic  Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  (14)  recorded  as 
occLuring  from  tho  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases,  viz  : — (1)  Small-pox, 
(2)  Scarlet  Fever,  (3)  Diphtheria,  (4)  Fevers  (including  Typhus,  Enteric 
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or  Typhoid,  and  other  continued  Fevers),  (5)  Measles,  (G)  Whooping’- 
Cough,  and  (7)  Diarrhoea,  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  tlio  District, 
and  is  63  below  the  number  in  1893,  and  GG  below  the  average  of  tho 
last  decade. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate,  derived  fi’om  the  above-mentioned  diseases, 
was  '82  per  1000,  i.e.,  1‘2  below  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  Zymotic 
death-rate  was  for  1894,  in  England  and  Wales  1'76  per  1000.

The  diseases  notified  in  this  District  are  those  enumerated  in  the 
Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act  (1889),  viz.,  Small-pox,  Cholera, 
Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Erysipelas,  the  disease  known  as  Scarla- 
tina or  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  fevers  known  by  any  of  the  following 
names  : — Typhus,  Typhoid,  Enteric,  Eelapsing,  Continued  or  Puerperal. 
The  Act  has  been  in  force  since  January  Ist,  1890.

The  cost  of  notification  during  the  year  has  amounted  to  £40  17s.  6d.; 
or  an  average  of  about  15  s.  per  1000  of  the  population. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  a notification  is  received,  a card  is  sent  by 
post,  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  the  occupier  of  the  house  in 
■which  the  disease  has  occurred,  intimating  the  precautions  necessary  to 
be  observed  and  the  nearest  place  where  disinfectants  can  be  obtained  (on 
production  of  the  card).  The  house  is  visited  and  a report  made  by  the 
Inspector  for  that  j^art  of  the  District,  and  any  steps  taken  which  may  be 
deemed  necessary  should  the  premises  be  in  an  insanitary  condition ; and 
the  house  is  subsequently  disinfected  by  an  oflicer  of  the  Council.  This 
system,  as  far  as  it  goes,  works  ver}"  satisfactory,  but  it  is  obvious  that 
many  cases  would  be  under  much  better  conditions  for  recovery,  and 
much  less  dangerous  to  their  neighbours,  if  removed  to  a hospital ; and 
it  is  also  very  desirable  that  the  clothes,  bedding,  &c.,  ■n'hich  has  been 
in  contact  with  patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases — whether 
nursed  at  home  or  in  hospital — should  bo  thoroughly  disinfected  in  a 
steam  apparatus. 
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The  table  below  shows  the  cases  notified,  and  the  deaths  in  the  5 
years,  1890 — 1894  ; — 


Sin£lll-poX. — One  case  only  of  this  disease  occurred  within  the 
District  during  the  past  year  ; this  was  in  the  person  of  Thomas  Walker, 
a youth  aged  17  years. 

The  notification  of  the  case  was  received  on  July  6th,  and  the  patient 
was  visited  by  me  (in  company  with  Dr.  Haycock,  the  medical  man  in 
attendance),  on  the  same  day. 

The  patient  had  come,  on  June  24th,  from  his  father’s  home  at  Graham 
Street,  Ilkeston,  to  live  with  his  married  sister,  Mrs.  George  Hawley,  at 
Old  Westwood,  Selston.  He  commenced  to  feel  unwell  on  Saturday, 
June  29th,  and  began  to  develop  a rash  on  July  4th.  The  disease  was, 
therefore,  apparently  contracted  by  the  patient  while  he  was  at  Ilkeston, 
as  he  had  not  been  away  from  home.  The  Committee  of  the  Ilkeston 
Isolation  Hospital  was  approached  with  a view  of  his  being  admitted 
into  that  Institution  ; bnt  the  application  was  not  entertained,  and  he 
was  removed  to  the  house  at  Basford  (which  was  used  for  isolation  of 
Small'iiox  last  year)  on  July  9th.  He  had  not  been  vaccinated  since 
infancy  ; three  cicatrices  w-ere  visible,  two  of  which  were,  however,  very 
faint.  He  had  an  ordinary  typical  attack  of  the  disease,  and  was  under 
my  care  for  about  eight  weeks,  made  a good  and  complete  recovery,  and 
returned  to  Selston  on  September  3rd. 

I considered  it  advisable  that  the  youth’s  mother,  who  had  been 
nursing  him  previous  to  his  removal,  should  accompany  him  and  remain 
until  she  proved  to  be  insusceptible  to  the  disease ; this  she  willingly 
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agreed  to  do,  and  stayed  until  July  lOth,  without  having  contracted  the 
disease,  and  during  that  time  the  effects  of  successful  vaccination  mani- 
fested themselves. 

Although  the  home  at  Old  Westwood,  whence  the  patient  directly 
came,  and  the  house  at  Ilkeston  where  the  parents  lived,  were  situated 
in  thickly  populated  localities,  fortunately  no  further  cases  resulted. 

Extreme  precautions  were  however  taken,  some  of  the  clothes  and 
bedding  were  burned,  and  the  house  was  twice  disinfected.  Every  article 
of  clothing  which  came  to  Basford  was  thoroughly  disinfected  before 
being  returned,  and  the  inmates  at  the  house  at  Ilkeston  (numbering  8) 
were  visited  by  me  on  several  occasions,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  that  borough  was  communicated  with.  All  the  inmates  of  the 
infected  house  were  re-vaccinated,  and  the  patient  was  nursed,  fed,  and 
provided  with  medicine,  &c.,  at  your  expense. 

The  services  of  the  same  nurse  were  secured  as  in  the  previous  year, 
and  about  thirty  visits  were  made  by  me  to  the  temporary  Isolation 
Hospital  for  the  purposes  of  medically  attending  the  patient  and  super- 
vising the  details  of  management,  disinfection,  &c.,  during  the  eight 
weeks  I considered  it  necessary  that  he  should  remain  isolated. 

I cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  care  and  intelligent  manner  with 
which  the  relatives  of  this  youth  carried  out  my  instructions,  and  thus 
materially  assisted  in  checking  the  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

The  success  attending  the  early  isolation  of  the  first  cases  of  Small- 
pox, followed  by  careful  attention  to  details  of  management,  have  shown 
for  the  third  time  during  the  last  few  years,  in  this  District,  how  the 
disease  can  be  successfully  stamped  out  where  prompt  and  decisive 
measures  are  adopted. 


Scarlet  Fever, — 184  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported 
during  the  year  (an  excess  of  23  over  the  number  in  1893)  with  7 deaths, 
giving  a case-mortality  of  3-8  per  cent.,  and  a death-rate  of  -13  per  1000. 

The  fatal  age-periods  were  : —

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The  deaths  occurred  at  Eastwood  2,  Annosley  1,  Cinder  Hill 
(Nuthall)  1,  Barton  1,  Moorgreen  1,  and  Kirkhy  1. 

The  death-rate  for  this  disease  was  in  England  and  Wales  'IG  per 

1000. 

It  will  he  seen  on  reference  to  tiie  table  on  pages  that  the 
disease  was  very  widely  spreaLi,  hut  that  its  incidence  was  specially 
marked  at  Kirkhy,  Gotham,  and  Codnor.  It  was  prevalent  throughout 
the  year ; the  only  appreciable  decrease  in  cases  being  noticeable 
during  the  months  of  J une  and  September. 

Diphtheria.. — The  increase  of  Diiditheria  in  so  many  towns, 
and  the  disastrous  local  outbreaks  which  have  within  the  past  year  arisen 
in  so  many  country  districts  render  it  desirable  that  a full  account  of  its 
incidence  on  the  area  within  the  administration  of  your  Council  should  be 
distinctly  laid  before  you. 

Thirty-nine  cases  were  reported  as  follows  : —

Two  deaths  occurred  at  Codnor,  and  1 at  each  of  the  following- 
places,  viz. : — Burton  Joyce,  Eastwood,  Jacksdale  (Selston),  Nuthall, 
and  Loscoe. 

The  case-mortality  was  17-9  per  cent,  and  the  death-rate  identical 
with  that  of  Scarlet  Fever,  viz.,  -13  per  1,000. 

The  fatal  age-periods  are  shown  below  : —

The  actual  ages  at  death  were  2,  4,  4,  5,  5,  5,  and  7 years. 
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The  facts  are  at  least  significant,  that  of  the  39  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
15  occurred  at  Codnor  and  Loscoe,  and  5 at  Jacksdale,  Selston,  (at  all 
of  which  places  a drainage  system  is  either  wholly  absent  or  of  the  worst 
possible  description)  ; and  that  more  than  half  of  the  deaths  occurred  in 
these  same  localities. 

Four  cases  of  Membranous  Croup  were  reported  of  which  3 died  : 
the  fatal  cases  were  aged  3,  3,  and  6 years  respectively,  and  the  deaths 
occurred  at  Kirkby,  Selston,  and  Shipley. 

The  close  clinical  connection  between  this  disease  and  Diphtheria  on 
the  one  hand  and  Scarlet  Fever  on  the  other,  is  instanced  by  the  fact  that 
in  one  case  reported  as  Scarlet  Fever  death  was  certified  as  being  due  to 
Membranous  Croup  ; and  of  three  cases  of  notified  disease  in  the  same 
house,  tw'O  were  reported  as  Diphtheria  and  one  as  Membranous  Croup. 

The  prevalence  of  DijDhtheria  throughout  the  country  during  1893 
was  unprecedented,  and  although  the  Eegistrar-Q-eneral,  in  his  preliminary 
review  of  the  year  1894,  is  able  to  state  that  “ the  mortality  from 
Diphtheria,  though  very  high,  was  somewhat  lower  than  in  the  preceding 
year,”  he  goes  on  to  say  that  while  the  death-rates  from  all  the  other 
princijial  zymotic  diseases  have  declined  during  the  ten  years  1884-1893, 
Diphtheria  is  an  exception. 

Such  facts  are  not  reassuring,  and  it  is  my  duty  to  advise  you  to  lose 
no  time  in  remedying  the  sanitary  defects  in  those  places  where  it  has 
been  shown  that  condiftons  favouring  its  development  exist ; for  if  bad 
drainage  and  “ made  ground  ” for  building  sites  are  not  exciting  causes, 
they  arc  certainly  to  be  regarded  as  predisposing  causes. 

Typical  cases  of  Diphtheria  are  easily  recognized,  and  precautions 
can  be  taken  for  the  prevention  of  further  spread  of  the  disease.  There 
are,  however,  true  cases  of  mild  Diphtheria  in  which  the  general  symptoms 
are  indefinite,  and  the  local  symptoms  iusigiiificant,  ai.d  it  is  these  cases 
which  I regard  as  most  dangerous  to  the  general  public,  as  their 
importance  is  lost  sight  of  and  they  may  lead  to  severe  and  even  fatal 
cases  in  others  with  whom  they  come  in  contact.  The  majority  of  the 
persons  so  attacked  are  usually  young — often  children  attending  school — 
and  are  occasionally  so  little  affected  as  to  return  to  school  or  to  follow 
their  usual  avocations  iu  a few  days,  and  may  not  oven  have  applied  for 
medical  advice. 
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Those  among  us  who  have  had  a large  experience  in  Diplitheria  are 
well  acquainted  with  the  difficulty,  and  iu  many  cases  the  impossibility, 
of  making  an  early  and  decided  diagnosis  by  the  symptoms  presented 
to  ns ; and  it  is  in  this  latter  class  of  cases  that  a bacteriological 
examination  may  be  of  value. 

If,  as  recent  observations  appear  to  show,  the  throat  after  Diphtheria 
is  capable  of  retaining  the  disease  and  transmitting  it  to  others,  oven 
several  weeks  after  all  membrane  has  entirely  cleared  away,  it  is  obviously 
all-important  to  employ  the  strictest  precautions  for  an  adequate  period 
in  cases  of  clinically  recognisable  Diphtheria  ; and,  if  the  membrane  or 
exudation  in  doubtful  cases  were  submitted  to  a bacteriological  examina- 
tion. in  order  to  discover  whether  the  special  organism  commonly  met 
with  in  the  disease  is  present,  we  should  be  able  to  deal  with  these 
doubtful  cases  (which  are  impossible  to  diagnose  from  symptoms  alone) 
iu  a rational  manner.  In  the  cases  where  the  specific  micro-organisms 
are  detected,  the  strictest  precautions,  and  the  best  isolation  obtainable, 
should  be  enforced  for  a sufficient  time  ; while,  on  the  other  hand,  where 
thorough  and  repeated  examinations  give  negative  results,  such  precau- 
tions might  be  relaxed. 

The  Antitoxin  treatment  of  this  disease  is  only  as  yet  on  its  trial, 
and  a systematic  bacteriological  examination  of  the  throat  products  is  not 
as  yet  generally  adopted  in  this  country,  but  it  is  certainly  imperative 
that  we  should  not  fail  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  best  means — even  though 
as  yet  imperfect — of  combating  a disease  which  has  so  far  shown  no 
tendency  to  decline. 

I shall  be  prepared,  should  you  adopt  this  view,  and  be  willing  to 
provide  the  necessary  appliances,  to  bacteriologically  examine  a certain 
number  of  specimens  of  membrane  or  exudation  from  cases  of  this  nature 
arising  iu  the  District.  By  this  I mean  that  if  a case  of  Diphtheria  is 
notified  to  me,  and  the  medical  practitioner  who  notifies,  w'hile  regarding 
it  as  Diphtheria,  does  not  consider  it  of  a typical  or  well-defined  character, 
and  should  intimate  that  he  would  like  the  discharge  examined,  tubes 
could  be  forwarded  to  him  for  collection  and  transit.  An  examination 
would  be  made  as  early  as  possible,  and  a short  report  of  the  result, 
forwarded  for  the  private  information  of  the  notiller,  followed  by  a relax- 
ation or  otherwise  of  precautionary  measures. 

A simple  system  of  this  kind  would  bo  inexpensive  to  the  Council, 
would,  I think,  be  favoured  by  members  of  the  profession  in  the  District, 
and  should  be  productive  of  at  least  some  good  results. 
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Enteric  (Typhoid)  Fever. — 51  cases  wore  reported  with 
6 deatlis — the  smallest  number  ever  recorded. 

The  case-mortality  was  11 '8  per  cent.,  and  the  death-rate  ’ll  per 
1000,  or  less  than  one-half  the  rate  of  the  previous  year. 

The  season  was  undoubtedly  most  unfavourable  for  the  development 
of  Enteric  Fever,  Diarrhoea,  and  allied  diseases,  but  we  may,  I think, 
also  assign  to  the  improved  water  supplies  and  drainage  of  the  District, 
some  share  in  the  attainment  of  suck  a marked  reduction  in  tbe  incidence 
and  mortality  from  these  diseases. 

ErysipcIclS. — 46  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  reported,  and  3 deaths 
occurred  at  Kimberley,  Underwood,  and  High  Park. 

PuerpeTcll  Fever. — Four  cases  were  reported  with  3 deaths. 
The  deaths  occurred  at  Gotham,  Thrumpton,  and  Kimberley. 

B. — Non-notifiable  Zymotic  Diseases. 

Measles  appeared  as  an  epidemic  at  Stoke  Bardolph  in  February 
at  Nuthall  in  August,  and  at  Newstead  and  Annesley  in  October  and 
November,  3 deaths  only  occurred — 2 at  Annesley,  and  1 at  Selston — 
all  being  young  children  tinder  5 years  of  age. 

Whooping'  Cough  caused  11  deaths  among  children — 7 of 
whom  were  under  1 year,  and  the  remainder  under  5 years  of  age.  The 
deaths  occurred  as  follows: — in  May,  1 at  Cossall ; in  June,  1 at  Eud- 
dington ; in  September,  1 at  Kirkby  and  1 at  Clifton  ; in  October,  1 at 
Newstead ; in  November,  1 at  Newstead ; in  December,  5 — at  Loscoe, 
Kirkby,  Lyncroft,  Bradmore,  and  Newstead. 

Dia.rrhOQ£l. — The  death-rate  from  this  disease  was  only  ’16  per 
1000.  Few  cases  occurred  in  the  District  during  the  year,  and  only  9 
deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause. 

Influonza,. — lo  deaths  were  ascribed  to  this  disease  as  compared 
with  28  in  1893,  16  in  1892,  and  39  in  1891. 

The  age-periods  in  which  it  proved  fatal  were  as  follows  : —

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Five  deaths  occurred  in  January,  2 in  March,  3 in  November,  and 
1 in  December.  Bronchitis  or  pneumonia  was  associated  with  G cases, 
convulsions  with  2,  and  tuberculosis  with  2 of  these  fatalities. 

The  death-rate  was  '24  per  1,000. 

WORK  DONE— MEASURES  ADOPTED  OR  ADVISED,  ETC. 

Wa.t6r. — The  Selston  Water  Scheme  was  dealt  with  at  some 
length  in  my  Report  for  last  year.  The  work  of  carrying  out  the  scheme 
was  actually  commenced  (by  Messrs.  Wilson  & Sons,  Contractors,  Shellield) 
shortly  after  the  adoption  of  Mr.  Hodson’s  report ; and,  at  the  end  of  the 
year  a copious  supply  of  water  had  been  reached,  at  a depth  of  about  GO 
feet,  and  samples  were  about  to  be  sent  to  Dr.  Erankland  for  analysis 
previous  to  the  Council  making  the  usual  application  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  sanction  to  use  the  second  part  of  the  loan  for 
completion  of  the  scheme. 

On  account  of  the  scarcity  of  water  at  Burton  Joyce  in  the  autumn, 
I was  requested  to  investigate  the  supply,  and,  on  October  23rd,  1894, 
reported  as  follows  to  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority  : — 

“ According  to  your  wishes  expressed  at  jmur  last  meeting,  I beg  to 
submit  to  you  the  following  report  upon  the  Water  Supply  of  Burton 
Joyce. 

The  village  is  situated  on  the  north  side  of  the  Trent,  having  an  area 
of  970  acres,  and  a population  at  the  1891  census  of  877,  i.e.,  an  increase 
in  population  of  209  over  the  census  of  1881. 

From  1871  to  1881  the  population  was  practically  stationary. 

The  rateable  value  was  in  1891  £4,176,  and  in  1893  £4,305, 

The  water  supply  is  derived  from  shallow  wells,  u.sually  from  10  to 
20  feet  deep,  unless  in  the  higher  portion  of  the  village,  where  nearly 
double  this  depth  has  to  be  reached  before  water  is  procured  in  an 
ordinary  season. 

These  weUs  are  sunk  in  the  Trent  gravel  and  rise  and  fall  with  the 
height  of  the  river.  During  the  present  autumn,  water  has  been 
extremely  scarce  in  the  village,  many  wells  being  completely  dry,  and 
many  others  so  low  that  the  water  is  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 
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Since  yonr  last  meeting,  on  the  11th  ultimo,  I have  inspected  and 
gauged  a considerable  number  of  the  wells,  and  have  made  visits  and 
enquiries  on  several  occasions.  The  scarcity  of  water  is  specially  felt  in 
Lambley  Lane,  where  I took  among  others  the  following  notes  on 
September  20th  last : — 

(a)  Eight  cottages  in  Lambley  Lane  (5  owned  by  Mrs.  Lawton  and 
3 by  Mrs.  Martin),  the  pump  has  been  dry  since  it  was  cleaned  out  a 
month  ago.  The  total  depth  of  the  well  is  13  feet,  and  there  are  only  a 
few  inches  of  water  in  it. 

(b)  House  occupied  by  Mr.  H.  Eothera  Total  depth  of  well  33 
feet  6 inches— only  6 inches  of  muddy  water.  I learned  that  the  agents 
(Messrs.  Smith  & Bamkin)  for  the  owners  had  already  spent  £5  on 
sinking — in  fact  sinking  operations  were  going  on  then  but  no  better 
supply  had  been  reached.  I have  since  learned  that  the  deepened  well 
is  quite  dry. 

(c)  At  a good  sized  new  house,  near  the  Dumble  Brook,  nearly 
completed,  and  the  well  just  sunk,  the  depth  was  19  feet  and  only  2 feet 
of  muddy  water  obtained. 

{d)  Three  houses  in  Lambley  Lane  occupied  by  Attenborough, 
Paling,  and  Taylor  (owned  by  Lord  Carnarvon).  Here  the  total  depth 
of  well  was  10  feet  6 inches,  and  contained  nearly  a foot  of  dirty  looking 
water. 

(e)  At  the  farm-house  occupied  by  Mr.  E.  Baldwin  oidy  2 or  3 
buckets  can  be  got  at  a time.  This  well  is  18  feet  deep.  The  houses  in 
the  Crifton  and  adjoining  roads  commonly  and  collectively  known  as  the 
“Building  Land,”  are  not  so  short  of  water  being  near  the  bed  of  the 
Trent ; but  the  water  derived  from  these  surface  wells,  which  are  all  or 
nearly  all  less  than  20  feet  deep  (one  well  was  quoted  as  a specially  deep 
one  at  17  feet),  cannot  be  considered  above  suspicion  for  the  following 
reasons : — 

Some  40  or  50  honses  on  this  estate  have  drains  connected  to  a 
common  sewer  which  passes  in  a direction  away  from  the  Trent  to  a dyke 
some  200  or  300  yards  distant,  on  land  which  is,  I believe,  owned  by 
Captain  Lee.  No  sewage  however  reaches  this  outfall ; the  discharge  is 
visible,  being  now,  and  ever  since  the  sewer  has  been  laid,  as  far  as  I can 
learn,  perfectly  dry.  Since  thei'e  is  no  discharge  at  the  ontfall  it  is 
nalui'ally  inferred  that  tho  sewage  haks  out  through  the  joints  of  the 
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sewer  or  drains  into  tlie  ground,  later  on  to  feed  the  wells  situated  in  the 
piu’ous  gravel.  The  sewage  from  other  parts  of  the  village  should  pass 
dirccthj  into  the  Trent  according  to  present  arrangements  (with  the 
exception  of  a part  which  reaches  the  river  through  the  agency  of  the 
Dumhle  Brook),  hut  at  the  outfalls  the  amount  of  sewage  escaping  into 
the  river  would  probably  be  represented  by  less  than  the  amouut  of  flow 
tlu'ough  a 2-incb  pipe.  The  question  naturally  arises,  “ Where  does  the 
sewage  then  get  to  ?”  There  is  no  other  answer  than  that  it  passes  into 
the  subsoil,  by  leaking  through  the  old  village  sewer,  which,  if  examined, 
would  doubtlessly  prove  to  be  in  reality  little  more  than  an  elongated 
pervious  cesspool  with  a small  overflow  into  the  Trent. 

Many  cottages  along  the  main  street  have  only  a few  inches  of  water 
in  the  wells,  and  some  opposite  the  turning  to  the  Midland  Station  have 
been  dry  for  six  weeks. 

If  a well  is  deepened  it  naturally  takes  the  supply  from  a shallower 
one  in  its  vicinity,  and  a general  deepening  of  all  the  wells  would  not 
ensure  a water  supply  free  from  soil  pollution,  on  account  of  the  defects 
previously  referred  to  in  respect  to  the  drainage  system.  Neither  would 
a deeper  boring  be  entirely  reliable,  as  demonstrared  by  the  following 
recent  experience : — 

Mrs.  Milne,  the  owner  of  ‘‘  The  Grove,’'  a house  occuined  by  Mr. 
Enfield,  has  recentlj'  had  a well  sunk  on  account  of  dryness  of  the  present 
one,  and  water  was  not  reached  until  the  boring  had  extended  to  103 
feet  in  depth,  when  a plentiful  supply  was  obtained  about  3 weeks  since. 

The  quality,  however,  as  shown  by  the  appended  copy  of  a report 
by  the  Public  Analyst,  dated  October  19th,  shows  it  to  be  unfit  for 
ordinary  drinking  purposes. 

The  best  course  ojDen  is  for  an  application  to  be  made  to  the  Water 
Committee  of  the  Borough  of  Nottingham  for  tlie  extension  of  their 
mains  from  Gedling  to  Burton  Joyce  involving  a distance  of  about  two 
miles,  whereby  a pure  and  wholesome  water  supply  would  be  obtained 
at  a reasonable  cost.  I may  further  remark  that  the  pollution  of  the 
Bumble  Brook  is  of  the  grossest  character,  and  that  the  dyke  near  the 
station  is  again  in  a filthy  condition,  although  only  cleaned  out  about  two 
mouths  since.” 
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Copy  of  Analysis  of  water  derived  from  a well  sunk  early  in  October 
at  the  Grove,  Burton  Joyce — depth  at  which  the  water  was  reached, 
103  feet.

The  bacteriological  examination  showed  only  75  bacterial  colonies  in 
the  C.C.  The  water  is  free  from  organic  impurities,  and  is  so  far  safe  to 
use  without  either  boiling-  or  filtering.  It  however  contains  a large 
amount  of  Magnesian  and  Calcium  Sulphate.  It  is  really  a mineral  water 
and  possibly  may  have  a purgative  effect.  (I  enclose  the  Solids  from 
250  c.c.  or  about  nine  fluid  ounces.)

My  suggestion  was  agreed  to  as  to  making  an  application  to  the 
Nottingham  Corporation,  and  on  November  20th  a joint  report  was 
presented  as  follows  : — 

“A  deputation  consisting  of  Messrs.  Alvey,  Marriott,  and  Taylor, 
with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  waited  on  the  Water  Committee  of 
the  Nottingham  Corporation,  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  13th  November, 
with  a view  of  ascertaining  whether  the  Committee  was  willing  to  extend 
the  Corporation  water  mains  from  Gedling  to  Burton  Joyce  in  order  to 
supply  the  latter  village,  and,  if  so,  what  would  be  the  conditions  as  to 
price,  &c. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  explained  to  the  members  of  the 
Committee  that  the  matter  had  previously  been  laid  before  them,  viz.,  in 
November,  1891,  and  he  described  the  water  supply  of  the  village  and 
other  particulars. 

These  statements  were  borne  out,  and  the  requirements  of  the 
village  were  further  entered  into  by  Mr.  Alvey,  Guardian,  who  was  also 
6uj)ported  by  the  other  members  of  the  deputation. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  since  been  semi-officially  informed 
that  the  question  of  the  quantity  of  water  at  the  disposal  of  the  Corpora- 
tion is  being  considered,  and  a definite  reply  will  be  given  as  soon  as 
possible.” 
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Notwithstanding  the  marked  improvement  in  tlie  water  supplies  in 
many  parts  of  the  District  the  quality  of  some  of  the  shallow  wells, 
particularly  in  the  more  rural  and  agricultural  villages,  is  not  above 
suspicion. 

I have  examined  25  samples  of  water  during  the  year,  8 of  which 
were  absolutely  rejected  for  drinking  purposes.  Five  samples  were 
subjected  to  examination  by  the  Public  Analyst,  and  of  these  two  were 
condemned  as  unwholesome. 

Isola-tion  Hospita.1. — On  Thursday,  IMarcli  1st,  a liOcal 
Government  Inquiry  was  held,  at  the  Basford  Public  Ollices,  by  Dr.  AV. 
E.  Fletcher  (the  Inspector  appointed),  into  the  ajiplication  of  the  Rural 
Sanitary  Authority  to  borrow  £11,000  for  the  provision  of  a hospital 
for  infectious  diseases. 

hlr.  Herbert  Walker,  C.E.,  explained  the  plans  which  he  had  pre- 
pared, and  no  opposition  or  adverse  criticism  was  offered. 

After  some  trivial  alterations  in  the  plans,  and  much  unavoidable 
delay,  they  were  passed,  and  at  the  Authority’s  meeting  on  October  23rd 
the  contract  was  let  by  tender  to  Mr.  H.  Vickers,  of  Wilford  Road,  Not- 
tingham, for  £8,512. 

The  work  was  promptly  commenced  and,  favoured  by  the  fine 
autumn,  at  the  end  of  the  year  a considerable  portion  of  the  foundations 
had  been  laid. 

It  will  be  seen  (under  the  heading  of  Small-pox)  that  the  house  near 
the  site  of  the  new  buildings,  which  is  rented  by  the  Authority  as  a 
temporary  hosj)ital,  was  of  great  use  for  two  months  during  the  summer. 


Disinfection. — 280  return  post  cards  were  sent  out,  attached 
to  the  ordinary  book  of  rules  and  instructions,  to  occupiers  of  houses  in 
which  dangerous  infectious  diseases  had  occurred,  for  the  occupier  to 
obtain  the  signature  of  the  medical  man  in  attendance,  when  in  his 
opinion  the  house  was  ready  for  disinfection. 

145  (or  rather  more  than  half)  were  sent  back  to  me,  and  out  of 
these  114  houses  were  disinfected  by  an  officer  of  the  Council  during  the 
year  as  follows  : — In  January  3 cases,  February  7,  March  24,  April  11, 
May  14,  June  6,  July  5,  August  3,  September  10,  Ootober  9,  November 
8,  December  14. 
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There  were,  therefore,  31  houses  which  were  not  disinfected  in  the 
ordinary  course.  20  cases  had  been  nursed  in  the  living  room,  and  it 
was  impossible  to  disinfect  with  a prospect  of  any  good  result ; the  house 
where  Small-pox  occurred  was  twice  disinfected  by  the  occupier,  each 
time  under  my  own  direct  supervision  ; 3 persons  disinfected  their  own 
houses  to  our  satisfaction  ; 3 families  had  moved  before  the  houses  were 
ready  for  disinfection,  in  each  of  these  cases  the  landlord  was  communicated 
with,  and  the  house  cleaned  before  a fresh  tenant  came  in  ; 2 were 
satisfactorily  disinfected  by  the  Bestwood  Colliery  Company ; and  in  one 
case  special  arrangements  were  made  by  the  medical  man  in  attendance. 

The  system  adopted  has  worlced  extremely  well,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  during  the  present  year  more  occupiers  of  houses,  where  infectious 
diseases  have  occurred,  will  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage  of  having 
their  rooms  gratuitously  disinfected. 

NuiSslIlceS. — Ashpits  which  are  too  deep,  inaccessible,  badly 
constructed,  or  leaking,  continue  to  cause  nuisances  in  all  parts  of  the 
District ; and,  although  during  the  past  year,  a considerable  number 
have  been  re-constructed  there  is  yet  a wide  field  for  action  in  this 
direction. 

It  is  a common  practice,  especially  in  the  colliery  districts,  where 
there  is  little  or  no  garden  ground,  to  throw  the  slops  into  the  ashpits, 
which  produce,  in  summer  especially,  a semi-liquid  fermenting  mass 
which  is  likely  to  cause  disease,  and  is  almost  impossible  to  i-emove.  This 
practice  should  be  discouraged  as  much  as  possible.  In  places — such  as 
Codnor — where  there  are  no  drains  worthy  of  the  name,  it  is  very  difficult 
to  object  to  people  doing  this  as  there  is  practically  nowhere  else  to 
dispose  of  offensive  slops,  and  it  is  this  fact  alone  which  has  delayed  an 
order  being  asked  for  to  deal  with  ashpits  of  this  description  wholesale 
and  summarily.  As  it  is  we  are  dealing  with  the  worst  which  come  to 
our  notice,  and  when  reliable  drainage  is  available,  much  more  can 
reasonably  be  done  in  this  direction. 

A few  cases  of  gross  overcrowding  has  come  under  notice  and  heeil 
successfully  dealt  with.  In  one  case  a man,  his  wife,  and  9 children 
(3  males  and  6 females),  ranging  in  age  from  3 to  IG  years,  had  only  one 
small  bedroom  and  a smaller  attic  as  sleeping  accommodation. 

The  keeping  of  pigs  in  unsuitable  places,  in  a dirty  condition,  or  too 
near  dwelling-houses,  has  been  the  cause  of  a considerable  number  of 
iu\  estigations  and  inspections. 
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Ca.n£ll  BOcltS  Act. — The  provisions  of  this  Act  continue  to 
bo  satisfactorily  enforced  by  Mr.  II.  II.  Eossell,  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats, 
from  -wliose  Annual  Eeport  tlie  following  details  are  extracted  : — 

The  canals,  under  the  supervision  of  this  Authority,  measure  23 
miles  in  length,  upon  which  are  20  wharves  and  32  locks.  Heavy  goods 
are  carried  in  the  boats,  such  as  coal,  ironstone,  bricks,  timber,  &c. 
There  is  no  traffic  in  any  kind  of  offensive  cargo. 

Sixty  boats  have  been  inspected  during  the  past  year.  They  were 
all  very  clean  and  habitable.  Three  boats  had  no  drinking  water  vessels 
on  board  ; 1 boat  was  incorrectly  numbered  ; 2 boats  had  wrong  certifi- 
cates of  registiy,  these  being  two  certificates  granted  to  other  boats  in 
the  same  ownershiji. 

In  all  these  cases  letters  were  written  to  the  owners,  and  the  captains 
were  verbally  cautioned.  This  course  had  the  desired  effect,  and  it  was 
not  deemed  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  legal  proceedings. 

No  cases  of  infectious,  or  other  serious  disease,  have  been  met  with. 
I have  readily  gained  admittance,  and  the  boatmen  have  given  me  every 
opportunity  of  inspecting  their  boats. 

The  60  boats  met  with  during  the  pa.st  year  were  inhabited  by  119 
men,  17  women,  and  only  4 children  under  school  age.  Three  of  these 
children  attended  school  whenever  they  stayed  a whole  day  in  any  one 
place,  but  I am  sorry  to  say  that  the  other  child,  a boy  age  11,  could 
neither  read  or  write,  and  did  not  remember  ever  having  attended  school. 

The  captains  now  usually  provide  homes  on  shore  for  their  wives 
and  families ; but  the  amount  of  pay  which  they  receive  is  hardly  suffi- 
cient to  maintain  two  establishments,  and  it  cannot  be  done  unless  they 
receive  some  assistance  from  their  children  who  are  able  to  earn  money. 

Private  Street  Works  Act,  1892  . — The  following  streets 
have  been  dealt  with  under  the  above  Act  by  the  Sanitary  Authority ; — 
Lyncroft  road  and  Walker  Street,  Greasley  ; Alma  and  Inkermaii  Eoads, 
Selstou ; and  Palmerston  Street,  Underwood.  Mr.  Samuel  Taylor, 
Nuthall,  was  appointed  Surveyor,  and  the  final  apportionment  of  the 
expenses  was  made  on  August  18th.  The  work  was  quickly  and  success- 
fully completed  and  promptly  paid  for  by  the  various  property  owners. 

The  cost  of  Lyncroft  Road  and  Walker  Street  was  £1,549  7s.  7d.  ; 
Alma  and  Inkerman  Roads  £435  3 s.  2d. ; and  Palmcrstou  Street 
£281  8s.  lid.,  making  a total  of  £2,265  19s.  8d. 
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Tlio  contracts  for  the  Eastwood  and  Greasley  Sewage  Scheme  (the 
largest  undertaking  of  tho  kind  wliich  is  being  carried  out  in  the  District) 
were  executed  on  March  27th,  and  since  then  the  work  has  been  actively 
proceeded  with,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Herbert  Walker,  Engineer, 
by  the  Contractors,  Messrs.  Raynor  & Cope. 

A meeting  of  the  Eastwood  and  Greasley  Joint  Sewerage  Committee 
was  held  at  the  Sewage  Outfall  Works  on  May  24th — Messrs.  Allcock, 
Garratt,  Hanson,  Hudson,  Manners,  and  Saxton  being  present — when  it 
was  unanimously  resolved  that  it  bo  a recommendation  to  the  Rural 
Sanitary  Authority  that  two  semi-detached  cottages  be  erected  on  the 
sewage  farm,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  workmen  and  the  security  of 
the  works  : also  that  a 9-inch  sewer  be  laid  along  the  Nottingham  Road 
from  Lane  End  to  Dovecote  Lane  ; and  the  Committee  at  the  same  time 
also  expressed  their  entire  satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  the 
works  are  being  executed.  These  recommendations  were  laid  before  the 
Sanitary  Authority  on  June  26th  and  were  ordered  to  be  carried  out. 
On  September  11th  it  was  ordered  that  a sewer  be  laid  up  Hogg’s  Yard, 
Eastwood. 

The  necessity  for  a proper  system  of  sewage  disposal  at  Awsworth 
and  at  Cossall  is  fully  recognised  by  jmur  Council,  and  the  consideration 
of  the  requirements  of  both  parishes  are  now  receiving  the  immediate 
attention  of  a local  Committee. 

The  drainage  of  Codnor — which  has  formed  the  subject  of  much 
discussion,  an  immense  amount  of  correspondence,  and  four  Local 
Government  Board  Inquiries  during  the  past  seven  or  eight  years — was 
fully  gone  into  and  brought  up  to  date  in  my  Report  for  1896,  where  I 
ended  by  stating  that  a fourth  Inquiry  into  the  most  recently  proposed 
scheme  was  about  to  be  held.  Subsequently  the  date  fixed  was  February 
14th,  and  this  re-opened  Inquiry  (from  June  16th,  1893)  was  held,  at  6 
p.m.,  at  the  Cross  Hill  School,  Codnor.  Sanction  was  not  received  for  a 
loan  to  cari’y  out  the  scheme,  and  the  receipt  of  the  following  letter  by 
the  Clerk  still  leaves  tho  drainage  of  Codnor  in  abeyance  ; —

I am  directed  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  30th  ultimo  with  reference  to  the  scheme  of  the 
Ituial  Sanitary  Authority  of  tho  Basl'ord  I'niuii  fur  the  sewerage  and 
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sewage  disposal  of  tho  Township  of  CocInor-cuin-Loscoc,  and  I am  to  state 
that,  liaving  regard  to  all  tho  circumstancos  of  tlio  case,  tlio  Board  think  it 
desirable  that  their  further  dealing  with  this  matter  should  bo  deferred 
until  after  tho  Rural  District  Council,  to  bo  elected  under  tho  Local 
Government  Act,  1891,  have  had  an  opportunity  of  considering  tho 
questions  involved.

It  is  almost  unnecessary  for  me  to  repeat  that  the  worst  possible 
description  of  sewage  disposal  obtains  at  Codnor, 

A Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  by  General  Crozier, 
R.E.,  on  Tuesday,  June  5th,  at  the  Board  Schools,  East  Kirkby,  for 
sanction  to  borrow  £15,000  for  purposes  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  for  the  Parish  of  Kirkby-in-Ashfield.  Mr,  Herbert  Walker 
explained  the  plans,  and  the  Inspector  viewed  tho  proposed  outfall  sites, 
&c.  A letter  was  received  by  the  Clerk,  dated  November  21st,  1894, 
stating  that  the  “ Board  will  defer  the  consideration  of  the  scheme  until 
the  Rural  District  Council  have  had  an  opportunity  of  reviewing  the 
proposals  now  before  the  Board.” 

The  drainage  in  some  parts  of  Selston  is  in  an  extremely  unsatisfac- 
tory state.  Crude  sewage  is  running  along  the  roadside  near  the  “ Bull 
and  Butcher  ” Inn,  and  this,  together  with  Jacksdale,  is  in  immediate 
want  of  proper  drainage,  e8j)ecially  as  new  houses  are  being  continually 
erected  in  both  localities. 

An  Inquiry  was  held  at  Nuthall,  on  November  1st,  by  Lieut. -Colonel 
E.  E.  Lloyd,  R.E.,  into  an  application  made  to  the  Local  Government 
Board,  to  borrow  £1,200  for  carrying  out  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  in  that  parish. 

The  sewer  at  the  Marlpit,  Euddington,  was  cleaned  out  and  repaired 
in  June.  Some  of  the  pipes  were  found  to  be  entirely  blocked,  and  the 
panterpits  full  of  deposit. 

Eepresentations  were  made  to  the  Duke  of  Portland’s  Agent,  with 
regard  to  a nuisance  caused  by  an  overflow  pipe  from  tho  tank  receiving 
the  sewage  from  the  “ Eobin  Hood”  Inn,  Auuesley,  which  discharged 
into  a ditch  on  the  roadside.  A substantial  new  tank  has  been  made  and 
the  nuisance  remedied. 
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yVn  arrangement  has  been  made  with  Mr.  Musters  to  deal  with  the 
sewage  from  that  part  of  Annesley  Woodhouse  which  is  in  tho  Parish  of 
Kirhby,  on  a field  which  is  eminently  suitable  for  the  purpose  on  his 
estate. 

The  sewers  at  Wilford  were  e.xamined  in  January  in  several  places. 
The  panterpits  are  large  and  are  covered  with  flat  stone  slabs.  The  dis- 
charge pipes  were  found,  in  several  cases,  above  the  level  of  the  ordinary 
sewage,  and,  therefore,  only  acted  as  channels  during  times  of  rain.  The 
smell  from  these  when  opened  was  very  offensive,  and  bubbles  of  gas 
arose  when  the  thick  muddy  bottom  was  stirred  up.  Very  little  sewage 
was  getting  into  the  river  through  the  two  principal  outlets,  in  fact,  the 
whole  system  may  be  regarded  as  a system  of  elongated  cesspools,  the 
sewage  finding  its  way  into  the  subsoil  through  the  loose  brickwork. 
The  sewer  is  composed  of  brickwork  varying  from  1 foot  to  2 feet  in 
diameter.  The  fall  is  extremely  small. 

The  village  sewer  at  Bunny  was  cleaned  out  in  June  and  repaired 
in  several  places,  and  an  arrangement  made  for  flushing  the  sewer  from 
the  brook  by  means  of  a shuttle. 

An  improvement  in  the  tanks  and  sewage  outfall  works  at  Kimberley 
is  contemplated,  as  the  effluent  is  not  of  a satisfactory  character. 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  drainage  of  a number  of 
cottages  on  Lord  Howe’s  jtroperty  at  Gotham,  where  defects  have  been 
pointed  out. 

At  Calverton  a short  length  of  drain  has  been  laid,  and  small  matters 
of  this  kind  have  been  carried  out  in  many  other  parishes. 

Ligfhting’. — The  lighting  of  the  District  can  hardly  be  considered 
strictly  to  be  one  of  the  subjects  which  should  be  dealt  with  in  this  Report, 
yet  since  it  has  been  one  of  the  duties  of  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority  to 
provide,  maintain,  and  light  the  lamps  required  in  various  parts  of  the 
District,  I considered  that  a few  facts  respecting  this  matter  would  not 
bo  altogether  out  of  place.  I am  indebted  to  our  Clerk  and  Surveyors 
for  most  of  the  information. 

Tho  parts  of  this  District  lighted  by  gas  are  extensive,  and  there  are 
probably  few  rural  areas  better  cared  for  in  this  respect  than  tho  northern 
portions  of  this  District. 
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The  following  parishes  are  lit  to  a more  or  less  extent  by  gas : — 
Eastwood,  Cossall,  Coclnor,  Greasloy  (including  Brinsley,  Moor  Green, 
Newthorpe,  and  Watnall),  Colwick,  Linby,  and  Kuddington. 

Burton  Joyce  is  lit  at  the  public  expense  by  paraffin  lamps,  on 
standards,  to  which  gas  can  be  laid  on  at  a future  time  if  required. 

At  Lambley  a certain  number  of  oil  lamps  are  maintained  by  volun- 
tary contributions. 

The  following  is  a list  of  the  number  of  gas  lamps  in  each  parish  and

The  gas  is  supplied  by  the  Nottingham  Corporation,  with  the 
exception  of  Codnor,  part  of  which  is  supplied  by  the  Eipley  and  part 
by  the  Heanor  Gas  Companies. 

The  lamplighters’  wages  vary  from  4/-  to  24/-  per  week  according 
to  the  number  of  lamps,  distance  traversed,  &c.  The  arrangements  for 
lighting,  payment  of  wages,  &c.,  are  carried  out  by  the  Surveyors  for 
the  District. 

Calverton,  Woodborough,  Kirkby,  and  Annesley  have  no  provision 
for  lighting,  and  complaints  have  been  made  of  the  unpleasant  conditions 
at  night. 

Element£iry  Schools. — The  maintenance  of  the  Elementary 
Schools  in  a good  sanitary  condition  is  every  year  becoming  a matter  of 
increasing  importance,  and  I hope  to  be  able,  when  publishing  my 
Annual  Eeport  for  the  present  year,  to  give  a short  account  of  the  accom- 
modation and  sanitary  arrangements  of  each  individual  school  in  tho 
District. 

Some  necessary  alterations  have  been  made  at  tho  Brinsley  Moor 
School  with  regard  to  the  closets  and  refuse  disposal,  and  still  further 
iuipr(Jvoments  are  anticipated.

The  Stoke  Bardolph  School  was  closed  from  February  1 2th  to  March 
12th  ; measles  having  reduced  an  average  attendance  of  40  to  an  actual  8. 

On  February  17th  I made,  by  request,  a special  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  Gedling  School,  and  structural  alterations  are  now  being 
made. 

The  Gotham  Board  School  was  closed  for  six  weeks — from  January 
22nd  to  March.  5th — on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the 
village  and  neighbourhood. 

Newstead  School  was  closed,  on  account  of  the  existence  of  Whooping- 
Cough  and  Measles,  from  October  18th  to  November  24th,  as  also  was 
the  Annesley  School,  somewhat  later  on,  for  similar  reasons.

Rural  Sanitary  Authority  during  the  last  feiv  years. 

An  extract  from  an  address  by  the  Chairman  at  tbe  last  meeting  of 
the  Board. 

I now  turn  to  the  work  of  the  Rural  Sanitary  Authority,  and  I xn-opose  to 
glance  cursorily  at  the  most  important  events  which  have  occurred  during  the  time  I 
have  been  Chairman,  dating  back  to  1878.  I find  that  in  that  year  the  Authority 
commenced  to  contract  for  the  scavenging  of  Eastwood  and  Kimberley.  Since  then 
the  system  has  gradually  increased,  and  such  work  is  now  contracted  for  at  Codnor, 
Colwick,  Eastwood,  Greasley,  Kimberley,  Kirkby,  and  Ruddiugton.  Yearly  contracts 
are  entered  into,  and  the  expense  is  a sioccial  charge  upon  the  re.spective  jdaces.  In 
the  same  year  the  sewerage  of  the  parish  of  Carlton  was  undertaken  at  a cost  of 
£4,500.  This  parish  has  since  become  a Local  Board  District.  The  Sewerage  of 
Kirkby  Folly  was  also  commenced  at  an  outlay  of  £3,400. 

In  1879  Kimberley  was  lighted  with  gas,  being  the  first  plaee  lighted  by  the 
Authority,  who  now  undertook  the  public  lighting  of  the  following  places: — Burton 
Joyce,  Codnor,  Colwick,  CossaU,  Eastwood,  Kimberley,  Newthorpe,  Moor  Green, 
WatnaU,  Brinsley,  Lynby,  and  Ruddington.  There  are  600  street  lamps  required  for 
these  parishes.  In  this  year  also  a new  cemetery  was  provided  for  the  parish  of 
Ruddington,  at  a cost  of  over  £1,100,  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Authority.  To 
make  this  necessary  provision  a loan  was  obtained,  which  is  being  repaid  with  interest 
at  the  rate  of  £32  per  annum.  The  burial  fees  go  largely  towards  the  payment  of 
this  sum.  This  has  proved  a very  economical  undertaking. 

At  the  request  of  the  Authority,  the  Nottingham  Corporation,  in  1880,  extended 
their  water  mains  to  Brinsley,  where  a proper  supply  was  urgently  required. 

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  of  Newstead  was  undertaken  in  1881,  and  a 
sewage  farm  was  formed,  which  has  proved  most  successful.  The  farm  is  taken  on  a 
lease  by  the  Authority  at  £10  a year,  and  is  sub-let  for  £7  10s. ; the  treatment  of  the 
drainage  therefore  only  costs  the  parish  £2  10s.  a year. 

In  1883  it  was  decided  to  sewer  the  hamlet  of  Kimberley,  legal  proceedings 
having  been  taken  against  the  Authority  to  compel  the  removal  of  nuisances  caused 
by  the  drainage  of  that  place. 

In  1885  a volunteer  fire  brigade  was  established,  and  a fire  engine  purchased  for 
the  parish  of  Eastwood.  The  brigade  have  frequently  been  called  out,  especially 
during  the  last  two  or  three  years,  and  they  have  done  good  service.  The  Local 
Government  Board  also  granted  power  to  the  Authority  for  dealing  with  fires  at 
Kimberley,  but  up  to  now  they  have  not  availed  themselves  of  such  powers.  During 
the  same  year  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  of  the  parish  of  West  Bridgford  was 
dealt  with  at  a cost  of  £6,500.  This  parish  is  now  formed  into  a Local  Board  district 
and  is  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Authority. 

In  1887  powers  were  obtained  from  the  Local  Government  Board  for  the 
Authority  to  water  the  streets  in  some  of  the  parishes,  and  water  carts  were  provided 
for  that  purpose. 
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lu  1888  the  Authority  undortook  a water  supply  for  the  parish  of  Kirkby-in- 
Ashfiehl  at  acost  of  £5,400.  This  has  also  proved  a great  success,  as  the  following 
statistics  will  show  : — 

There  arc  1,35-3  houses  iu  the  parish,  and  1,281  are  supplied  with  water  by  this 
Authority. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  was  adopted  in  1889.  Every  case  of 
infectious  disease  is  now  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  whom  inquiries 
are  instituted  and  also  by  the  inspectors  who  report  upon  the  origin  and  jirogrcss  of 
each  ease.  The  house  in  which  the  outbreak  occurs  is  disinfected  by  a person  employed 
by  the  Authority  for  that  purpose  for  the  whole  of  the  district.  Shortly  after  this  the 
Karby  water  supply  was  extended  to  the  parish  of  Annesley. 

T wo  }^cars  ago  it  was  decided  to  purchase  land  upon  which  to  erect  an  Infec- 
tious Hospital  at  Basford.  A tender  for  the  building  has  been  accepted,  and  the  entire 
cost  of  the  laud  and  building  will  be  £11,000. 

Last  year  plans  were  approved  for  carrying  out  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  for  the  parishes  of  Eastwood  and  Greasley  at  a cost  of  £21,000.  At  the  present 
the  outfall  work  is  nearly  completed,  and  the  pipe-laying  is  in  a forward  state.  During 
the  same  year  an  officer  was  appointed  to  inspect  the  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops 
in  the  district  of  the  Authority.  Those  places  are  now  duly  registered  and  periodically 
inspected.  A temporary  hosjiital  for  the  reception  of  small-pox  patients  was  opened  at 
Basford,  and  twelve  patients,  whom  it  was  necessary  to  isolate,  have  been  treated 
therein  at  different  times.  The  person  in  each  case  recovered,  and,  doubtless,  the 
spread  of  the  disease  was  checked  owing  to  the  prompt  treatment  and  isolation  of  the 
first  cases. 

During  the  present  year  the  Authority  applied  for,  and  were  invested  with, 
powers  under  the  Private  Street  Works  Acts,  1892,  to  level,  pave,  metal,  flag,  channel 
and  make  good  Lynn  Croft  and  Walker  Street  in  the  parish  of  Greasley,  and  Palmer- 
ston street  and  Inkerman  and  Alma  roads  in  the  parish  of  Selston.  These  private 
streets  were  in  a shocking  stale  and  the  owners  would  not  agi’ee  nor  combine  to  put 
them  even  in  a passable  condition.  This  Authority  undertook  the  responsibility  of  the 
work  which  involved  an  expenditure  of  upwards  of  £2,200,  and  the  whole  of  the  money 
was  repaid  by  the  several  owners — of  w'hom  their  were  a great  number — in  less  than 
a month  after  the  completion  of  the  work.  The  streets  have  now  been  declared  to 
be  highways  repairable  b)'  the  respective  Highway  Authorities,  and  the  owners  have 
consequently  now  no  further  liability.  During  this  year  plans  for  a water  supply  for 
the  whole  of  the  parish  of  Selston  have  been  adopted,  the  work  being  estimated  to  cost 
£1 3,000.  A tender  for  the  first  portion  has  been  accciited  and  operations  have  already 
been  commenced.  Sclstoji  has  suffered  for  some  time  from  want  of  a good  and  regular 
water  supply,  but  as  it  is  such  a large  and  scattered  pjurish  difficulty  has  been  experienced 
in  finding  a suitable  supply.  Several  other  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
have  been  ordered  and  in  some  cases  plans  have  been  prepared  and  considered  by  the 
Authority,  but  as  they  have  not  yet  been  commenced  I have  not  thought  it  necessary 
to  mention  them,  my  object  iu  making  these  observations  being,  as  I have  said,  merely 
to  call  attention  to  some  of  the  principal  works  which  have  been  ordered  and  carried 
out  under  the  direction  of  this  Authority.
